SCHOOL REPORT. 


Four schools have been maintained during the year with a 
total length of 100 weeks and an attendance of 85 different pu- 
pils. The following is a brief report of the schools for the 
year: 

Division No. 1.—This school was taught during the year by 
Mrs. Della Sawyer, who has had charge of this school. for the 
past four years. Mrs. Sawyer labors just as hard for the few 
pupils here as if their number were greater. Thoroughness 
and a clear understanding of everything studied characterizes 
the work of the pupils. 

Division 2, (East Village).—The summer and fall terms 
were taught by Mrs. Philbrick of Springfield, a teacher of con- 
siderable experience, who had the good will and support of her 
pupils during both terms. Good work was done by both teach- 
er and scholars and the progress made was satisfactory. 

The winter term was taught by Miss Katherine O’Brien of 
Lempster. Miss O’Brien worked hard for the interest of her 
scholars, but owing to the sickness of the teacher the school 
was somewhat broken up, still those who attended regularly 
made good improvement. 


Division 3, (Croydon Flat).—The summer and fall terms 
were taught by Miss O’Brien. Both terms were successful in 
every way and the examinations reflected credit upon the work 
of both teacher and pupils. Seldom have we seen greater at- 
tachment for the teacher than was evinced by the pupils at the 
close of the fall term. The winter term was taught by Mr. 
Horace P. Hall, a teacher of long experience. Mr. Hall is very 
practical in his methods of teaching, and those who attended 
during the term learned much that will be of use to them in 
after life.

Division No. 4, (Ryder’s Corner).—Miss Gladys Howe, of 
Grantham. teacher for the year. Miss Howe worked faithfully 
during both terms for the good of her school, and each examin- 
ation, especially the one at the close of the fall term, was the 
equal of any we seldom witness in larger schools.
